Cami'le Flammarion, the French Astronomer, and 
Member of the Academie Francaise —**I do uot besi- 
tate to affirm my couvictions, based ou personal 
examination of the subject, that any scientific man 
who declares the phenomena denominated -mag- 
netic,’ ‘somnambulic,’ mediumic ’ and others not 
yet explained by science to be ‘impossible,’ is one 
who speaks without knowing what he Ie talking 
about; and also auy man accustomed, by his pro- 
fessional avocations, to scientific observation—pro, 
vided that his mind be not biassed by pre-conceived 
opinions, nor bis mental vision blinded by that 
opposite kind of illusion unhappily too common in 
the learned world, which consists iu imagining 
that the laws of Nature are already known to us, 
and that everything which appears to overstep 
the limit of our present formula is impossibie— 
may acquire a radical and absolute certainty of the 
reality of the facts alluded to,” 

Alfred Russel Wallace, F, G. 8.— "My position, 
therefore, fa that the phenomena of Spiritualism in 
their entirety do not require further confirmation, 
They are proved, quite as well as any facts are 
proved in other sciences, and it is not denial or 
quibbling that can disprove any of them, but only 
fresh facts and accurate deductions from those 
facts. When the opponents of S,iritualiem can 
give a record of their researches approaching in 
duration aod completeness to those of ite advo- 
cates; and when they can discover and show in 
detall, either how the phenomena are produced or 
bow the many sane snd able men {here referred to 
have been deluded into a coincident be ief that they 
have witoessed them; and when they can prove 
the correctness of their theory by producing a like 
belief in a body of equally rane and able unbe- 
lievers—then, and not till then, will it be necessary 
for Spiritualists to produce fresh confirmation of 
facta which are, and always bave been, sufficiently 
real and indisputable to satisfy any honest and 
persevering inquirer.—| Miracles and Modern Spir- 
itualism,
